The capital of Indiana is considerably 
excited over the legal quirks and quibbles 
that have given one whom the people of the 
State firmly believe to be guilty of murder, 
fall and complete liberty. The prosecuting at- 
torney moved that a nolle prosequi be entered, 
and, after a lengthy discussion, the J udge set 
the woman free. 

The case is one that has hardly had its par- 
allel in this or any other country. Mrs. 
Clem was arraigned for killing an e ged cou- 
ple, near Indianapolie, in 1868, for the pur- 
poses of robbery. Her accomplice was con- 
victed, and is now serving out a life term. 
On the first trial of Mrs. Clem, the jury did 
not agree. The second and third trials re- 
sulted in convictions and life sentences to the 
penitentiary. In both instances, however, the 
Supreme Court reversed the verdicts on tech- 
nical grounds. A change of venue was then 
taken to an adjoining county, and for 
the third time she was remanded to the 
penitentiary for life. Through the six years 
that passed from her first arraignment to the 
hour of her freedom, the public had but one 
opinion as to her guilt. Every jury but one 
pronounced her guilty. The last verdict was 
also set aside, the Supreme Court ruling that 
as the murder of Jacob and Nancy Young 
occurred at the same time and place, it was 
one crime, for which only one indictment 
could be found. 

When she was arraigned the fifth time, the 
patience and money of the country was ex- 


& {| hausted. The four trials had cost the county 


818,000; one important witness had died; oth- 
ers had migrated to California, and the County 
Commissioners declared that they would not 
appropriate another dollar fora fifth round of 
the laws profitless and 1 
ties. 

Mrs. Clem listened with the coolness of a 
veteran, to the reading of the long judicial 
opinion. To a newspaper reporter she de- 
clared her innocence. ‘‘Why,” she said, “I 
weigh forty pounds more than I did 
when I was first arrested. Does that look 
as though I was guilty ?’ She proposesto 
live at home with her husband, who isa 
business man of [ndianapolis. She was also 
pleased to remark that she would graciously 
forgive the community for their unkind. 
thoughts concerning her. So much for In- 
diana justice and love of law and order. 

Altcgether it is a uv sel case, and a striking 
illustration of technical law, combined with 
rare fortune in the flight of prosecuting wit- 
nesses, dollars ani zeal. It has long been a 
maxim that the action of a petit jury is the 
climax of unvertaiaty, but this case partially 
shifts the dubious compliment to the judges 
and prosecuting officers.

In the country be- 
tween Memphis and Chicot thousands of 
people are suffering. The country is sub- 
merged for miles and miles, and there is no 
one to portray the woes of the thousands 
who are surrounded by the water. A late 
steamboat brought to Memphis Mrs. Walker 
ani her child. She was borne to the steamer 
in the arms of her husband, who waded 
through the water to bring her out. She 
leaves her husband and three children in their 
half-submerged home. The children were 
sleeping on thelyes; the cooking-stuve 
was located on the dib ing-table; pigs and 
fowls were on the house-top, and seven 
out of their nine horses bud starved to death, 
r were drownded. She came up to beg food 
for her stricken ones at home. Her neigh- 
bors are as destitute as bi rself, and there are 
no provisions in all that fl »»ded country. 

Men and women of Atlanta, the people 
who are ruined by this unprecedented flood 
appeal to you forh-Ip. They are your 
friends and kindred. The people of almost 
every other city in the land are moving. 
Shal! not we, who are high and dry, add a 
mite? Our record for charity is an hopor- 
able one; and now when it is needed more 
than ever before, we should act a generous 
part. The flood will last many weeks, and 
every dollar will be of great service.

THE REV. ROBERT PAINE 


is the senior Bishop of the M. E. Church 
South. He is about as old as the century, 
and has been a presiding bishop since 1 46. 
His form and general appearance have not 
yielded as much to the influence of age as 
might be expected from bis E and 
incessant labors. His keen black eye hae 
lost but little of its youtbful fire, and his 
step is still firm. His executive talent is of 
the highest order. bis maguanimity is such 
as to place him almost beycnd the shafts of 
envy. His culture is liberal; bis reading ex 
tensive. In preaching, when he rises to the 
“height of his great argument,” his accent 
is such as to (qual the highest aspiration of 
human genius. 


BISHOP GEORGE F. PIERCZ 


belongs to a preaching family. He is the 
son of the venerable Dr. Lovick Pierce, and 
is in his sixty-third year. He is therefore 
in the prime of life, and we may expect trom 
him many vears service to the church, He 
has been à Bishop just twenty years. He is 
a great preacher, 8 good platform speaker, 
and an excellent presiding officer. 


BISHOP KAVANAUGH 


is about ten years older than Biehop Pierce, 
and has been on the Episcopal bench jus! 

He is a genia) 
gentleman, a sweet-spirited Christian, and 
an able minister of the New Testament 
As Louisville is his home he is too wel) 
known here to require an extended Diograph- 
ical shetch at our hands.

HON. ELIJAH W. CHASTALN. 
The death of this distinguished citizen 
and estimable gentleman hes created,through- 
out the State, the most profound regret. It 
occurred on the och inst, anc was peculiarly 
sad in its attendaat circumstances. Return - 
ing from Dalton in compavy with the Hon. 
dono B Dickey and the Hun. John A. Jer- 


ing to the c ntemplated Dalton and Morgan- 

ton Railroad; in crossing Holly Creek, ip 

Murray @ouoty, which was swollen, the ford 

being rocky and the current rapid, Colonel 

Chastain’s horee stumbled and fell, precipita- 

tiog him upon a large rock, and falling upon 

him, so crushed and disabled him that he 

could not escape, and tous he was drowned 

in the presence of his friends who were un- 

able to render him any assistance. 

He was born in the State of South Caro- 

lina, September 25, 1814, but came to 

Georgia in early life. He married 

Miss Clarissa Bruzzleton, of Jackson county, 

in 1833, and soon after settied on. Toccoa 

river, in what was then Gilmer county, where 

he resided unjil his death. He filled with use- 

fulness and distinction nigh positions in the 

military and civil service of the State. 

Elected a captain in the war with the Semi- 

nole Indians in Florida, in 1887, and pro- 

moted to the command of a regiment in 1838, 

he served through that contest with honor and 

distinction. In 1840 he was elected to represent 

Gilmer county in the Senate, and continued 

to represent the county until it was united 

with Murray io a senatorial district, which 

he also represented, serving in the Senate 
consecutively for the period of ten years. 

As a Senator, he exhibited high qualities for 
debate und legislation, and at once took his 
position among the leading minds of the 
State, rendering to the county sigual service. 

In the fall of 1851 he was nominated 
for Congiess,in a district (the Fiftb) 
distinguished ior its talent, and after a bril- 
liant Canvass, marked by intense excitement 
and enthusiasm, defcated bis accomp.ished 
antagonist, the Hon. W. H. Stiles, by a large 
majurity. Entering the House of Represen- 
tatives in the calm betweeu the agitation of 
1850 and 1854, he made but one sprech dur- 
ing the term. It was delivered March the 
Sch, 1852, on “The Union and Sou hero 
Kights Parties in Georgia.” He was re- 
elected to the 88d Conuress. It was during 
this session that the Kansas-Nebraska Act, 
under the leacership ot Douglass; in the Sen- 
ate, and Stephens in the House, was passed. 
Io the culmination of the excitement upon 
this subject, on the 20th of May, 1854, Col. 
Chastain delivered a very able speech, prob- 
ably the ablest of his life. Belonging to the 
progressive school of statesmen, a detester 
of tyranuy, and a worshiper of liberty, he 
favored the acquisition of Cuba, and made 
bis last speech in Congress June 12th, 1834, 
upon tbat subject. The convention 
that nominated his successor unanimously 
adopted # resolution approving his ¢ ficial 
conduct as a representative of the people. 
After four years of public service, in exciting 
terms, involving many hundreds of votes on 
every variely of questions arising in the Na- 
tional Legislature, with each of these votes 
closely scrutiniz:d by over a hundred thous- 
and Constituents, a unanimous judgment of 
approval is no ordinary compiiment, and 
one that seldom falls to the lot of public 
servants, In 1857 he was appointed, by Gov. 
Brown attorney for the Western and At- 
lantic Railroad, which office I believe he 
resigned. He was chosen a delegate fiom 
Fannio county to the Convention in 1861. 
He believed honestly that secession was the 
only remedy for exis ing evils and appre- 
bended dangers, and, true io bis nature, witn— 
out counting the cost or !ookiog to conse- 
quences, he followed the convictions of his 
ugart, and the di. tates of his judgment, aad 
ardently supported sece:8ion. 


Atthe commencement of the late war he 
served as Lieutenant Colonel for some time 
of the lst Regiment Georgia Regulars, 1 
am not advised bow long. This was bis last 


feel a deep interest in ull matters affecting 


material or mural Character, and was always 

ready to make his contribution of means, 

labor or sacrifice for their advancement. 
Like many other distinguished men, Col. 


liberal education northe adventiivus aids 
of fortune, but in natural intellectual endow- 
meots he was perhaps inferior to no man io 
Geurgia. In physical cevelopment, a model 
of pei fect manhood, quick in apprehension, 
fluent in speech, felicitous in repurtee, bitter 
in invective, graceful in manner, wise in coua- 
cil and fearless in action, modest as a maiden, 
and brave as Cwsar, he was a born 
leader ok men. He loved the 
gladiatorship of the political arena, and al. 
ways left it a victor. He was never defeated 
when a candidate for office. Ardent in his 
attachments and thoroughly honest iu his 
convictions, he infused into his friends bis 
own Zzal, and bound them to him with the 
earnestness of devotees. Although engaged 
in fierce party contests, and in office for a 
period covering nearly sixteen years, neitber 
envy nor malice ever dared to assail bis 
official integrity or personal honor. If he 
was a zealous purtizan, it was because he was 
an ardent patriot, believing that the highest 
interest of the country was involved in the 
success of the principles of his party. He 
never surrendered to an enemy, nor betrayed 
nor deserted a friend. 


He was admitted to the bar in 1849. The 
owner of a large and valuable farm, and 
largely engaged in politics, the practice of 
bis profession was more an incident than an 
object. Yet for a number of years he did 
an extensive and successful practice. More 
successful in the result of bis cases, than pro- 
ductive of remuneration for his services, for 
he seemed to lose sight of his fee in his 
anxiety for victory. Indeed, he seldom asked 
a client for money, and if he did it was in 
such a god natur d way that the clieat feit 
sure hat any sort of excuse for non-pay- 
ment would be received. A very large num- 
ber of his fee notes became barred by the 
statute of limitations and were never paid. 
The poor especially always found in him a 
willing counsellor and à zealous and able ad- 
vocate. He was distinguirhed at the bar for 
his courtesy to the bench and bis professioual 
drethren, and for bis ficelity to his client. 
He studied the science of government more 
thanlaw. Politica seemed to be his native 
element. In what is known as the black letter 
of the law, his readiwg and research were not 
extensive. He discarded the pompous form- 
ularies and ignored the technical subtleties of 
the books. ith him the law was not 80 
much a grand system or science invested 
With the awful forms of a solema antiquity 
‘ike some ideal divinity, as it was the simpic 
practical means of enforcing rights and re- 
uresesipg wrongs. And while others admireo 
the gorgeous drapery with wbhica the God- 
deas of Justice is clothed, he tore it awa 
and approachei the altar of her worsbip. 
charmed with the eauty of ber nsked sim- 
plicity. Still with the love of the right and 
abborrence of wrong, his accurate know)- 
edge of men and his fine powers of advoca-
